“Imagine a guy like that being 
Secretary of State!

‘Policy of WSB 


Is Made Clear 


Building Trades Council delegates 
at their Tuesday meeting were 
treated to a clarification of the new 
wage policy recently approved by 
the Wage Stabilization Board for 
the building construction industry. 


The WSB on March 13 approved 
wage increases up to 15 cents an 
hour over the 10 per cent increase 
allowed under the old formula. In 
addition, the WSB approved em- 
ployer contributions into union 
health and welfare funds up to 714 
cents per hour. 


Several of the council delegates, 
however, complained about the 
legal jargon in which the WSB 
policy was written. As a result, BTC 
Business Revresentative Jack Reyn- 
olds was called on to clarify certain 
details of the new wage policy. 


Reynolds obliged by citing the fol- 
lowing facts. 

He pointed out that the 15 cents 
day increase was not automatic. 
Business agents will have to negoti- 
ate as usual with emplovers in 
order to get any part or all of the 
WSB approved wage increase. 

In regard to health and welfare 
plans, Reynolds declared that 7% 
cents an hour was the maximum 
which unions could negotiate with 
employers. He emphasized, how- 
ever, that if a union is now receiv- 
ing an employer contribution of 5 
cents an hour to its health and wel- 
fare plan, the union can only nego- 
tiate for another 2% cents an hour 

increase. 


On another point which puzzled 
some delegates, Reynolds explained 
that no part of the 15 cents raise 
can be added to a health and wel- 

{fare plan. 

For example, if a union can only 
get a 10 cents an hour wage in- 
crease through negotiations, it can- 
not bargain with the employer to 
add the extra 5 cents to the union’s 
health and welfare plan. 
PREMIUM PAY POLICY 


BTC delegates showed marked 
interest in another WSB policy 
letter read to them by BTC Secre- 
tary John Davy. 

The letter, which dealt with the 
matter of premium pay for build- 
ing craftsmen, was signed by Lau- 
rance E. Seibel, executive director 
of the Construction Industry Sta- 
bilization Commission. 

Seibel wrote “premium payment 
practices actually paid prior to 
January 25, 1951, or thereafter es- 
| tablished and actually paid without 
| violation of WSB regulations... 
are pre-approved and require no 
further action by the commission.” 
| FRONT GROUP EXPOSED 

C. J. Haggerty, secretary-treas- 
urer of the California State Fed- 
| eration of Labor wrote the council 
warning all union affiliates to be- 
ware of a fund seeking organiza- 
tion calling itself the “Provisional 
Trade Union Committee for Repeal 
of the Smith Act.” 

“As AFL President William 
| Green has declared,” he wrote, “the 
efforts of this committee are part 
of the policy proclaimed recently by 
the discredited and Communist 
dominated World Federation ' of 
Trade Unions to infiltrate and bore 
from within the free labor move- 
ment in order to sabotage the de- 
fense efforts of the free world.” 

Haggerty added that “There is 
ample room within the structure of 
the AFL to work for repeal of un- 
fair legislation.” 


Bartenders Reelect 
Incumbent Officers 


All incumbent officers of Bar- 
tenders’ Local 52 were re-elected to 
| their posts by large majorities in 
a union election held on March 20. 
Three of the union officials were 
returned to office by acclamation 
| Those re-elected without opposi- 
tion were Steve Revilak, secretary- 
treasurer; and John F. Quinn and 
Joe Canale, business representa- 
tives. 

In the contested elections, James 
Murphy won the union presidency 
over Tony Viscovich with 615 votes 
against 146. 

George Wethern was re-elected as 
assstant secretary over Joe Spunn 
by a 640 to 121 count. 

Bob McElory defeated Frank 
Simmons for membership on the 
local joint executive board 486 to 
213. 

The tally sheet of the seven mem- 
bers returned to the union’s execu- 
tive board show Harry Gardner, 603 
votes; Orville Comstock, 580 votes; 
Jack Graham, 574 votes; Ralph 
Baffaro, 550 votes; Mike McClure, 
543 votes; Frank Simmons, 536 
votes; and Don Smith, 528 votes.

The Federal man points out that

thority never even notified him of 
its action, and that he had to call

| cisco to verify the news. 

The Federal man in his letter 
says that “in view of the above, 
you are directed to take the follow- 
ing action upon the receipt hereof.” 
He then orders the Oakland Hous- 
ing Authority to stop all disburse- 
ments of money loaned by the Fed- 
eral Government, be made at once.

SECTION AMENDED 


One of the actions of the conven- 
tion was to amend Article Il, Sece 
tion 7, of the Voters League consti- 
tution.

Timothy Evans Jr., a Negro car- 
penter of Oakland, testified last 
week at the Los Angeles trial of 
15 top Communist Party leaders 
that he had been an FBI under- 
cover agent in the Communist 
Party in the Hast Bay Area. 


| Evans, a surprise government wit- 
ness, told the jury of some of the 
teachings and activities of the Com- 
munist Party. At one point he said, 
“We were taught that the Commu- 
nist Party is not a humanitarian 
organization In fighting for the 
rights of the Negro people, the 
Communist Party did so to gather 
forces for the ultimate objectite of 
bringing about Socialism.” 

Posing as a Communist member 
since 1948, Evans said he had par-

‘False Economy’ in Theaters Rapped 


The academy awards for the vari- 
ous fields of endeavor in the motion 
picture industry are now history. 
The public press has given enough 
coverage to acquaint the general 
public with the main awards of the 
coveted “Oscars.” 

We were forcibly struck by the 
statements made by Charles Brack- 
ett, president of the Academy of 
Motion Picture Arts and Sciences. 
In his opening remarks Mr. Brack- 
et related how Mr. Cinema had 
found himself growing a little thick 
around the middle in the last few 
years, and was finally raised from 
his lethargy by the possible inroads 
that could be made on his income 
by Television. He went on to re- 
late how Mr. Cinema and his in- 
dustry was inspired by this compe- 
tition to produce bigger and better 
pictures, 

We heartily agree with his re- 
marks and the caliber of the pic- 
tures being produced for theater 
consumption has improved greatly 
in the last few years, as evidenced 
by many of the titles that were 
nominated for honors in their re- 
spective fields. 

It will be a long time before Tele- 
vision can compete with the realism 
of “The Greatest Show On Earth,” 
Detective Story,” or the spectacle of 
“Quo Vadis,” or “David and Bath- 
Sheba,” the brilliance of “The Great 
Caruso,” or “Showboat,” in the 
musical field or the creative genius 
as exemplified in “An American in 
Paris” or “Tales From Hoffman,” 
to mention a few of the outstand- 
ing pictures seen very recently on 
local sereens, 

Mr. Brackett stated that he was 
not giving a “state of the industry” 
message, but rather one of “The 
State of the Art.” 

In spite of the greatly improved 
product we do not see the great 
audiences of past years, in our the- 
aters, Pictures going in many cases 
is a habitual thing. A good habit, 
more so than a bad habit, once 
broken is difficult to reacquire. 

Television is not the great foe of 
theater attendance that some of our 
theaters executives woul like to 
make us believe it is. It has become 
the scapegoat upon which the sins 
of the exhibitors have been placed, 
instead of analyzing the true faults 

fat the exhibition level, and making 
reforms that are obviously required. 

We have given a “State of the 
Industry” message in these columns 
before, concerning ourselves with 
problems on the local level. The 
“State of the Industry” is not too 
bad these days, considering the lack 


of consideration shown the general 
public. 

Most of the theaters are making 
a profit far in excess of what a 


comparable type of business would 
expect without catering to the pub- 
lic. There are a few outmoded, 
broken down theaters that have 
just about outlived their usefulness 
and when they close there are many 
reasons other than poor business 
to explain the closing. 

Part of the remedy of the situa- 
tion is to employ enough employes 
at a decent weekly wage and train 
them to serve the public. Our the- 
aters are understaffed in the inter- 
ests of a false economy. After all, 
why go to the theater and break 
a leg falling downstairs when there 


is no attendant on duty, even If we 
do see a superior picture, when we 
can stay home and see generally 
inferior product without some ele- 
ment of danger? 


Attendants are needed when the 
box-office is closed as well as when 
open. Most interior theater dis- 
turbances are caused when there is 
no attendant on duty in the immedi- 
ate vicinity. 

Television is still in its infancy 
compared with motion pictures, the 
answer t6 the problem is take care 
of the public and the public will 
take care of you, Mr. Exhibitor.

With negotiations following it 
looks like there will be an increase 
of 15 cents per hour in wages and 
7% cents per hour for our health 
and welfare plan, This is allowable 
under Wage Stabilization and even 
though permissive still has to be 
negotiated. Our health and welfare 
plan should be in operation shortly 
now as the WSB has approved this 
insurance ,covering the construction 
industry. 

Reviewing our present agreement 
over a year’s basis it seems that 
members of Local 342 have bene- 
fited by this agreement. 

Our trayel allowance is not as 
high as in some of the other local 
unions. Those local unions have 
higher allowance on “paper only” 
as they have only a few jobs re- 
quiring travel time, then only em- 
ploying a half dozen U. A. men. 

Looking at “travel time” on a 
state basis or even on 46 Northern 
Counties basis, it is the opinion of 
this writer that members of Local 
542 are receiving more travel time 
in dollars and cents, along with 
subsistence, than all the rest of the 


Local Unions in California, not to 
speak of the quarter of a million 
dollars collected in back “travel 
time.” 


The holidays in our AGC agree- 
ment should be changéd to be in 
accordance with the _ Building 
Trades Councils of both counties. 

With the right kind of general 
foremen to supervise our journey- 
men and to interpret the agree- 
ment, not for the “employers” but 
for the “unions,” we shouldn’t have 
any trouble with working condi- 
tions. 

At the present time no additional 
information has been received rela- 
tive to work in Alaska. As soon as 
we receive any information it will 
be made available to the member- 
ship.

TWO REVELATIONS! 


Hundreds of Medicos Steal Millions; 
Undercover Man Slips $5000 to Nixon 


Two things happened in one day last week that did a lot to 
take the wind out of the sails of those who have been posing 
as models of civic virtue: : 

1, Senator Richard M. Nixon of California, who has been 
buddy-buddying with Senator McCarthy of Wisconsin in the 
bullying of Newbold Morris, has been exposed as the recipient 
of a $5000 campaign contribution forwarded to him through a 
mysterious character in Washington who acted as an under- 
cover “sort of conduit.” 

2. California physicians who along with other members of 
the American Medical Association have been denouncing labor 
for being interested in what they call “socialized medicine,” had 
to face the announcement of the California Physicians Service 
that hundreds of doctors have been stealing millions of dollars 
from the CPS by overcharging it or billing it for services never 
rendered to health plan subscribers. 

In the Nixon case. Drew Pearson in kis column published 
March 20 had spoken of the “‘strategy of certain Senators in 
attacking corruption clean-up man Newbold Morris. Basically, 
this was the strategy of smearing Morris before Morris could 
smear them; and behind this is the fact that you can investigate 
everyone in Washington—provided you don't investigate a 
member of that excxlusive club called Congress.” 

That very day, March 20, the news broke that Senator 
Brewster, Republican, Maine, had been compelled to tell the 
strange story of how Nixon, when running for the Senate two 
years ago, had besieged Brewster, head of the Republican Sen- 
ate Campaign Committee, for campaign money; and how Brew- 
ster had slipped Nixon the $5000 smackers through the under- 
cover “conduit’” man, Grunewald. 

This man Henry W. Grunewald keeps getting in the news 
because of his mysterious activities in Washington. A House 
committee has been investigating his alleged efforts to get a 
favorable settlement of a $5,000,000 tax case. That is only one 
of many matters Gruenwald’s name has been involved in. Seem- 
ingly just the sort of character to be used as an undercover 
“conduit” to slip campaign money to Mr. Dick Nixon! 

Nixon after Brewster's disclosure issued the statement that 
he'd never known until that very day that the simoleons came 
from Grunewald. But on inquiring of his 1950 campaign man- 
ager he learned, he claims, the day Brewster made the exposure, 
that it was even as Brewster said. What an investigator Mr. 
Nixon turns out to be! On investigation of himself and the 
great phenomenon of McCarthy-Nixonism he is evidently a bit 
slow on the trigger. 

Coming to the exposure of the looting of the doctors’ own 
prepaid medical plan by hundreds of physicians in California, 
we must say that the CPS management deserves credit for 
publicly announcing that the looting has been going on. Just 
why the offending doctors shouldn't be prosecuted and exposed 
we don’t quite understand. The CPS management says, how- 
ever, that if the docs will quit stealing, and perhaps make resti- 
tution, they won't prosecute. 

How about applying this rule to the case of the ordinary 
garden variety of humanity, working people, if they do some 
chiseling on unemployment insurance? Just announce that we 
know they’re doing it, but we won't prosecute if they'll be good 
boys in the future?

“This study ... suggests that the 
incidence and dangers of such 
strikes are overexaggerated in the 
minds of legislators and the pub- 
lic.” 


INDIA NEWS, the Government 
of India’s information service, sends 
in a wonderfully complete account 
of the “biggest experiment in de- 
mocracy,” the going to the polls of 
some 90,060,000 of the 176,000,000 
eligible voters in India. 

The gigantic polling lasted four 
months, requiring “more than 2,000,- 
000 ballot boxes, 600,000,000 ballot 
Papers, and 224,000 polling booths 

+ 56,000 presiding officers, 280,- 
000 clerks, and 224,000 policemen.” 


JOSEPH J. GALLAGHER, man- 
ager, State Compensation Insurance 
Fund, sends in the financial state- 
ment for December 31, 1951, show- 
ing that the fund’s assets include 
some $3,500,000 in cash, and some 
$47,000,000 in securities. 

Quite a big project! 


“THE LAW AND HARRY 
BRIDGES” put out by the Bridges- 
Robertson-Schmidt Defense Com- 
mittee, says, among other things: 

“For Harry Bridges this appeal 
involves the additional threat of 
deportation and it marks the fourth 
time in 18 years that he has been 
in jeopardy of loss of liberty.” 


SAN FRANCISCO LABOR 
COUNCIL in its official bulletin 
for February 20 features “The Next 
Bay Crossing.” 

This includes an insert with a 
map of the bay, its present bridges, 
and the proposed southern crossing. 
Also there is a fine reproduction of 
a drawing of the proposed bridge. 

Just the sort of thing you keep 
for future reference, and then won- 
der what became of it when you 
want to look it up. 


“WAGES in a National Emer- 
gency” is an attractive booklet put 
out by WSB. 

On its green and black cover is 
the outline of a shield, presumably 
the national shield, with a work- 
man’s cap on the left edge, a Ro- 
tarian’s homburg on the right edge, 
and Uncle Sam's topper at the top 
of the shield. 

“JOB EVALUATION” put out by 
the University of Illinois Institute 
of Labor and Industrial Relations 
says “an age-old argument, and an 
age-old puzzle, which jobs are the 
most important, which are worth 
more pay, and how much more,” is 
raised by the following type of com- 
plaint: 

“Ten cents an hour more than 
me. And he’s just a janitor. Here 
I am a laborer, getting the heavy 
work all day, while he just pushes 
a broom. I want a raise.” 

“BACKGROUND MATERIAL for 
the Governor’s Conference on the 
Problems of the Aging” contains 
this interesting statement among 
many others in its 70 pages: 

“Dr. Howard Rusk, of the New 
York University College of Medi- 
cine put it very aptly when he said 
that scientists are compounding the 
felony of keeping more people alive 
than our society seems willing to 
care for adequately.” ...... ..... ....... 

“MOBILIZING LABOR FOR DE- 
FENSE” is a 223-page “Labor Year- 
book, Vol. I,” which includes the 
39th annual report of the Secretary 
of Labor, and is a veritable cyclo- 
pedia of well-ordered information. 

This volume is typical of the im- 
proved and far more attractive pub- 
lications put out by the Government 
ever since Franklin D. Roosevelt 
went to the White House. 

ONLY A FEW of the things that 
have arrived recently in the’ mail 
have been cited above. No wonder 
labor editors get scatterbrained, 
trying to scatter their brains out 
over so many instructive and at- 
tractive documents. Well, back they 
go into the box. Maybe the day 
will come when they can be studied 
as they deserve to be studied.

in This World

SARAH LAWRENCE COLLEGE 
in Bronxville, New York, is a small 
and exclusive college where many 
daughters of the wealthy receive an 
education. 


It is not, however, a girl’s finish- 
ing school, nor a factor for snobs. 
It has in its student body girls from 
many nations and races and they 
learn to live together in harmony. 

Recently a group of 20 girls went 
on a field trip to study the T. V. A. 
as part of one of their courses in 
social science. 

It was headed by one of the pro- 
fessors, Edward Solomon, and its 
adventures were described by Hor- 
ace Sutton in an article in the 
Saturday Review of Literature. 


Professor Solomon, himself from 
Mississippi, expected some diffti- 
culties when he took this group, 
two of whom were Negroes, into 
the south. The group, had de- 
termined that they would live to- 
gether—no segregation. 

Therefore, when Professor Solo- 
mon wrote ahead for reservations 
he got the answers he had some- 
what expected. 

A hotel in Knoxville agreed to 
take the entire group if they would 
say they were foreign students. The 
girls said no to this. So the hotel 
man also said no. 

A college in Carolina said they 
had plenty of room, but the Negro 
students would have to stay in the 
servants quarters. One Virginia col- 
lege said: 

“We cannot feed you and we can- 
not give you an interracial con- 
ference on the campus.” 


The University of Virginia, 
founded by Thomas Jefferson said: 

“We cannot figure out a way for 
you to sleep here, and we never had 
a mixed group eat in the Com- 
mons.” 

Finally a motor-court in Char- 
lottesville agreed to take them if 
they would take the whole court 
for the night. 

That was a_ beginning. Then 
Madison Hall, the YMCA building 
on Virginia’s campus, put them up, 
and southern students, foreign stu- 
dents, whites and Negroes had a 
very good time together. Also the 
group became the first mixed group 
to eat in the Commons. 

In Knoxville, a hotel which fi- 
nally took them in, ended by asking 
them to come back, saying they 
were the sort of people they liked 
to have. 


They had some unpleasant ex- 
periences, too. But Professor Solo- 
mon tried to avoid friction when- 
ever possible. He merely insisted 
that the group be kept together. 

So successful was the expedition, 
however, that this tactful professor 
has had a call from a group of 
Negro and white social workers 
who have been trying to hold a 
conference in the Carolinas, Mills 
College is now planning a mixed 
trip to Williamsburg, Virginia, and 
Sarah Lawrence is planning a 
mixed trip to Washington, D. C. 

Sarah Lawrence, has of course, 
had to stand criticism from all 
sides. The Communist Daily Worker 
denounced the trip as a “Jim Crow 
Tour.” 

The ever-present Louis Budenz, 
writing in the American Legion 
Magazine, asks: “Do colleges HAVE 
to hire Red professors?” 


Social pioneers are always at- 
tacked from all sides, of course. 
But this little trip, headed by a 
courageous and determined profes- 
sor, points the way that the war on 
segregation is going. 

We've had some ugly incidents 
here in the West lately, it is true. 
But every time such things happen, 
voices are raised on the side of 
social justice, and those trying to 
impose such undemocratic and un- 
American practices upon us are 
finding it increasingly difficult,

The Transatlantic Foundation is 
again awarding scholarships for 
Ruskin College, Oxford, for mem- 
bers of the labor movement inter- 
ested in a year’s study in England 
in the field of industrial relations 
or workers’ education. The scho- 
larships are for $710 each, which 
covers tuition, room and board at 
Oxford and leaves $335 for per- 
sonal use, 

Each person selected will be re- 
sponsible for transportation to and 
from England unless successful in 
his application for a Fulbright 
travel grant, for which he may ap- 
ply after nomination. 

LOCAL UNIONS CAN HELP 

He will aiso need $200 additional 
pocket money while in England. 
Often local unions have given fi- 
nancial help to the Ruskin Scholars 
selected. 

An additional scholarship at 
Coleg Harlech, Wales, is to be 
awarded for 1952-53, involving full 
provision for tuition, board and 
residence. The successful applicant 
may apply for a Fulbright travel 
grant and will need approximately 
$300 for pocket money for the year. 

Harlech is 350 miles from Lon- 
don, and the Coleg is an experi- 
ment in adult education. There are 
a number of foreign students. There 
are no formal examinations.
